Improvement of the telegraphic code should be 
carried out on the basis of a limited use ol 
the principle of frequency and greater depen- 
dence on the scientific arrangements of Nagri 
letters. 

The Government of India have carefully considered 
the above recommendations and have decided as 
follows:— 

(A) Hindi Shorthand System: — 

The Government of India are of the view that 
in the matter of shorthand, the emphasis 
should be on accurate transcription of the 
matter dictated and not on the system oi 
shorthand followed. The recognition of a 
particular system or systems will tend to dis- 
courage the development of new and better 
systems and impair efficiency by excluding 
persons who have followed systems othci 
than those recognised. Further, in the 
matter oJS recruitment of stenographers for 
positions in the Central Government the suit- 
ability of candidates is assessed on the basis 
of performance at a test and certificates of 
proficiency awarded by institutions and other 
bodies are not recognised. In consideration 
of these facts, Government have decided not 
to recognise any particular system or systems 
of Hindi Shorthand. Recruitment of Hindi 
stenographers should therefore continue to 
be made on the basis of performance at a 
test. 

(B) Hindi Typewriters: — 

After considering various recommendations, Gov- 
ernment have decided that a few typewriters 
should be manufactured according to the 
improved key board suggested by the Special 
Committee of the Constituent Assembly and 
subjected to exhaustive tests for speed and 
accuracy. Government have also decided 
that others claiming to ' have designed better 
key boards may be asked to supply machines 
for similar tests. Government’s final deci- 
sion on the selected key board will be an- 
nounced on the completion of tests on all 
such machines over a period of 12 months. 

(C) Hindi Telegraphic Code: — 

Government have decided that the Posts ^pd 
Telegraphs Directorate should develop its 
own telegraphic code according to its special 
requirements in consultation with other im- 
portant interests such as Hindi News Agency, 
Hindi News Papers and linguists.

No. NA.23-22/ 49/Part. — In May 1949 the Director- 
General, Supplies and Disposals, placed an order on 
Messrs. Kamam Engineering Corporation Ltd., fpr 
687 miles of under-ground cable manufactured by 
Messrs. Farukawa, Japan on the basis of open com- 
petitive tenders. Before placing thp order, that organi- 
zation had obtained the views oi certain American 
experts both on the capabilities of the Japanese manu- 
facturers and on the quality of their finished products, 
it was, however, found that when these cables were 
being laid under water pipes, etc., in Calcutta, the top 
layers of jute came oil', though the same cable laid in 
Delhi and Bombay did not show such defect. 

2, Certain remedial measures were taken for a por- 
tion of the cable and it is the view of the telegraph 
engineers that all these cables can be expected to last 
the normal life which was previously 30 years and is 
now proposed to be fixed at 40 years. However, the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General has not felt happy 
about this purchase and he has expressed a fear that 
the cables may reaulre replacement long before the 
expiry of their normal life. In order to examine how 
the life of these cables Is likely to compare with the 
normal anticipated life, Government hereby appoint
